; Court ruling on Medicaid abortions starts new battles

WASHINGTON (NC)—When the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled that 
states are not required”to..pay for 
nontherapeutic abortions-with Medi- 
caid funds and that publi¢-hospitals 
don’t have to»*perform those 
abortions, it said, ‘‘Owr conclusion 
signals no retreat’’ from the 1973 
Roe and Doe decisions whichtield 
that the state cannot directly 
interfere with a woman’s decision to 
have an abortion in the first two 
trimesters of pregnancy. 


But the three dissenting justices 
—including Harry Blackmun, Avho 
wrote the Roe and Doe Decisions— 
believe the decision was such a 
retreat.

It implies no limitation 
on the authority of a state to make a 
value judgment favoring childbirth 
over abortion and to implement that 
judgment by the allocation of public 
funds. 


*‘There is a basic difference,’ the 
court said, “‘between direct state 
intererence with a protected activity 
and state encouragement of an 
alternative activity consonant with 
— public policy.’’

MANY PEOPLE saw Roe and Doe 
as a moral judgment that abortion 
was sound public policy; now, many 
people see the Maher decision as a 
moral judgment that it is not. 


The court appeared to understand 
in the emotional 
abortion issue, which is borne out by 
polls and legislative votes: just 
about everyone who opposes legal 
elective abortions also opposes the 
use of government money to pay for 
abortions, but not everyone who 
favors legal abortions believes the 
government should finance 
abortions.

THE COURT’S Medicaid deci- 
sions don’t reverse Roe and Doe, but 
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Court rules tax money can help 
Catholic school books, services 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The U.S. 
Supreme Court has ruled that states 
may pay for textbooks and some 
auxiliary services—standardized 
testing, diagnostic testing and 
~therapeutic and remedial services— 
for nonpublic school students. 


But the court also held that 
sections of an Ohio law providing 
state funds for nonpublic school field 
trips and instructional materials 
such as audio-visual equipment, 
maps and tape recorders are 
unconstitutional. 


THE COURT’S ruling came in 
Wolman v. Walter, a challenge to 
an Ohio law. The diagnostic and 
therapeutic services approved by the 
court in Wolman were identical to 
services the court has ruled uncon- 
stitutional two years ago in a 
Pennsylvania auxiliary services law 
case, Meek v. Pittinger. 


The main difference between the 
two state laws, the court said, is that 
under the Pennsylvania law, the 
services were provided on nonpublic 
school property, while under the 
Ohio law the services are provided 
on ‘‘neutral’’ property.

The two dissenting justices in Roe 
and Doe—William Rehnquist and 
Byron White—were in the majority, 
as was Justice John Paul Stevens 
who was not on the court for Roe and 
Doe.

In Meek, the court cited 
“‘dangers’’ that public school em- 
ployes and physicians providing 
services on nonpublic school pro- 
perty might be pressured by their 
religious surroundings in sectarian 
schools to use their services to 
advance religious purposes. 


DISCUSSING therapeutic services 
in the majority opinion in Wolman, 
Justice Harry Blackmun said, ‘‘So 
long as these types of services are 
offered at truly religiously neutral 
locations, the danger perceived in 
Meek does not arise...The dangers 
perceived in Meek arose from the 
nature of the institution, not: from 
the nature of the pupils.’’ 


In ruling the field trip and 
instructional materials aid unconsti- 
tutional the court said both forms of 
aid benefitted sectarian schools 
more than their students and had 
the impermissible primary effect of 
furthering sectarian education. 


The court held that the Ohio law’s 
provision involving textbook loans to 
students was virtually identical to 
similar laws found to be constitu- 
tional in the past. ie 


Roe and Doe, from the beginning 
saw it as a limited decision. 
“‘plainly,’’ he said on Jan. 22, 1973, 
“‘the court today rejects any claim 
that the Constitution require 
abortion on demand.’’

We bless the providence of God that has 
brought us to the joy of this day: The common 
celebration of our ecclesial communion on the 
occasion of the canonization of Bishop John 
Neumann. 


And because our new saint is a bishop—an 
American bishop—we are especially happy to 
have this opportunity to express to you our 
affection in the Lord, and with you to reflect on 
the episcopal office that you are called to 
exercise in the name of Jesus Christ, ‘‘the chief 
shepherd’’ of the Church.

Human rights needed at home too 


It is very edifying as we reach another Fourth of 
July, to watch President Carter preach to the world 
about human rights. But is there not a matter of the 
“’speck and the plank’’ or the old fashioned ‘‘mote 


and beam’’ to remember? Should we not put our. 


own house in. better order before we preach to 
vigorously at others? 


The United States, for all its acknowledgement of 
the precepts of freedom and human rights, has 
several faults which, to a greater or lesser degree, 
can claim parity with faults we are pleased to point 
out in others. 


Perhaps we are so busy demanding ‘‘human 
rights’’ elsewhere that we tend to overlook the loss 
of those rights when it occurs back home. 


While President Carter and his proximate 
mouthpieces Mondale and Young are busy telling 
Russia, South Africa, Latin America, Rhodesia, 
Israel (but not China) the road they should travel, 
the injustices at home seem to escape the same 
presidential attention. 


Little litany of needs 
How about starting on the glaring inequality of 


justice? Whether you’re rich or poor can make a. 


lot of difference when it comes to tipping the scales. 
Ask Patty Hearst. And the slow pace of justice 
makes it almost a mockery. 


What about parental rights in the upbringing and 
education of their children? There is a growing 
encroachment by government each time the 
‘“‘planners’’ get to work. Freedom of choice in 
public education is becoming a thing of the past. 
Perhaps the only sure way of rectifying the trend is 
to go to the ‘’voucher’’ system. 


If each child were issued a voucher, to be 
‘“‘cashed’’ at the school of choice, public or private, 
uptown or rural, mixed or otherwise, parents would 
thereby control the child’s educational destiny. 


Then there’s the question of erosion of private 
rights over property. Not only are we gradually 
being taxed out of property ownership—and many 
older folk have already suffered this—but controls 
enmesh every aspect of use and development. We 
have almost total socialist planning in the maze of 
bureaucratic agencies which now control us. 


Admittedly developers, left to their own devices, 
can quickly ruin the landscape and leave their 
clients with ‘‘lemons’’. But the other extreme of 
massive controls is not the answer. Finally there’s 
the vast topic of the human rights of the unborn 
and the victims of crime?

- Supreme Court and abortion 
There is no doubt that last week’s ruling by the - 


U.S. Supreme Court that the use of public funds for 
abortion is not mandatory will give rise to much 
legislative activity throughout the States. The 
pro-abortion forces will now be massed to obtain 
laws in every state to show ‘’medical necessity’’ for 
every abortion. 


However much, though, the court’s ruling is 
welcome, | find it a hollow victory for the 
anti-abortion campaign. It does not deal with the 
issue of taking a life, and until we can get it clear 
that life is equally important before and after birth, 
we will only gain peripheral victories. 


What is unfortunate about the latest ruling is that 
it looks as though it is hitting hardest at the poor, 
who cannot ‘‘afford’’ abortions and, it is suggested, 
will be driven to the dangerous ‘‘back street 
abortion clinics’’ as before. Of course, that is not 
so, and does not need to be so. It is up to the 
proponents of abortion to make private funds 
available for those they counsel to have abortions. 


In the same way those of us who are against 
abortion must always ensure the alternatives are 
always made available and presented. And we must 
also ensure that correct preventive counseling is 
also given.

ABC plans an outrage in SOAP

The American Broadcasting Company is 
preparing to foist an outrage on the 
public’s airwaves this fall. It is aiming to 
make a lot of money out-of degeneracy. 
Newsweek magazine tells the story in its 
June 13 issue. Even Newsweek seems 
appalled. Its story is not an artistic 
appraisal but a frank moral evaluation of 
what ABC is prepared to do in an attempt 
to score high this fall in TV’s greed 
ratings. 

ABC has produced a new show called 
SOAP. It is scheduled for prime time, 9:30 


Enid Lanyon’s column ‘‘We Were 
Talking’’ will be resumed when she 
returns from a short vacation: 


p.m. Tuesdays. It should not be shown at 
any time. Says Newsweek: — ‘‘SOAP 
promises to be the most controversial 
network series of the coming season, a 
show so saturated with sex that it could 
replace violence as PTA’s video enemy 
No. 1.’° Newsweek is not noted for its 
prudishness. Better believe it when it 
makes such an appraisal. 


THE SHOW FLAUNTS two promis- 
cuous couples, a transvestite son and an 
immoral daughter whose ambition is to 
seduce a Jesuit priest—in church. In this 
little plot line, and it’s just a sample, the 
American Broadcasting Company _ is 
casually desecrating every value sacred to 
Catholics, from God-given norms of 
morality to reverence for the Holy 
Eucharist. 


The sacrilege of it is incomprehensible: 
to defile the sacred for the sake of a cheap 
show. Has ABC gone mad? Where will 
this lead? Will SOAP next have the 
transvestite scrawling graffiti on the 
wailing wall of Jerusalem? 


The desecration of morality, and of the 
Catholic religion in particular, is an 
outrage that calls for protest in the 
strongest: terms by Catholics and. all 
Americans. ABC should be told that 


American Catholics are not going to sit by- 


and watch the networks have open season 
on Catholicism and morality. All this on 
the heels of Nasty Habits. 


PHYSICAL VIOLENCE is not the only 
violence that is objectionable. There is 
such a thing as moral violence. SOAP is 
full of it. The entertainment industry 
seems to refuse to recognize morality. It 
wants freedom—but no responsibility. 
Any - protest from the public against 
immorality is attributed to ‘‘pressure 
groups’ ostensibly consisting of fanatics. 


Well, there are pressure groups. We 
nominate as their leader President Jimmy 
Carter. Just last Sunday he defended 
marital morality, the very thing SOAP 
laughs off and destroys. The President in 
his Bible class urged Americans to be 
faithful in marriage; he urged married 
couples to make ‘‘lifetime commitments” 
to each other. 


Thankfully, there are ABC affiliates 
already indicating they will refuse to air 
SOAP. Newsweek quotes George Koehler, 
who operated the ABC outled in 
Huntington, W. Va.: ‘‘SOAP needs its 
mouth washed out. It’s not a new frontier, 
it’s a new sewer.’’ Advertising people 
take a different view. Newsweek says 


Bruce Cox, TV programming director at 
Compton Advertising, shrugs:  ‘‘Sala- 
ciousness has its rewards. A lot of people 
are going to jump on the bandwagon.”’ 


DECENT PEOPLE, we believe, should 
also jump on the bandwagon now, before 
the show airs, and tell Mr. Cox and his 
employer, Compton Advertising, Inc., 
Charles S. Mitchell Jr., chairman of the 
board, 625 Madison Ave., New York, 
N.Y. 10022, that they as consumers will 
shrug off any product advertised on 
SOAP, that putting money into SOAP will 
be like putting it down a rathole. 


“It makes no sense for customers to 
patronize products that subsidize the 
destruction of decency and morality. Why 
should they? Incidentally, SOAP is 
probably one of the most effective 
arguments for government censorship of 
TV that has yet come along, far more 
effective than efforts of the ‘‘pressure 
groups’.

Scripture did not drop 
ready-made from above 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Catholics set great store by tradition as a 
source of revelation, and rightly so. But just 
what is it? One can easily recognize the Bible 
as a source of revelation: It is a well-defined 

_ collection of sacred books in which we can 
read God’s self-disclosure. 


But tradition? It is not an easy concept to 
grasp, but for our immediate purposes it will 
suffice to recall two important points made 
by Vatican Council II in its Constitution on 
Divine Revelation. 


THE FIRST is that Scripture and tradition 
are not two distinct sources of revelation 
(para. 9 and 10). 


The second is that tradition is not a, static 
“‘deposit,’’ enshrined once for all, say, in the 
writings of the Fathers or papal documents. 
Rather, it is a dymamic, ongoing process, 
the response of each Christian generation to 
God’s revelation of himself in the history of 
his people and supremely in the Christ- 

_ event. 


As the Council put it: ‘‘The tradition that 
comes from the apostles makes progress in 
the Church, with the help of the Holy Spirit. 
There is a growth in insight into the realities 
and words that are being passed on’’ (para. 
8). 


THE SCRIPTURES are the result of such a 
process. As we have them now, they are a 
fixed ‘“deposit,’’ but they did not drop down 
ready-made out of the blue. They witness to 
a long, progressive response of the people of 
God to his saving activity in their history. 
This is true of both the Old and New 
Testaments. ; 


We find an interesting example of this at 
the beginning of the Bible. The first five 
books, Genesis through Deuteronomy, form 
a unit known variously as the Torah, the 
Law, or the Pentateuch (Five Scrolls). 


They are, however, a complex unit, the 
‘result of about 500 years of theological. 
reflection and literary formulation. As they 
stand, they enshrine four main traditions, 
and if one studies these traditions in the 


Memory has Special Meaning 


Remembering is like 
receiving over again

If we turn on the radio for 15 minutes to 
listen to popular music, we will hear about 
remembering and celebrating. The words 
tells us of love found and celebrated; lost 
and remembered; celebrated before it was 
found and the possibilities go on and on. 


We all love to remember the good old 
times. After years apart we feel like really 
celebrating when we bump into old friends 
or find a cousin our own age who, after 20 
years of separation from us, has appeared on 
the scene with more gray hair than we have. 


JOAN DIDION, a good writer assessing 
out times, has recently published a novel 
with a curious title: ‘‘A Book of Common 
Prayer.”” Those of us who grew up with 
Father Lasance’s prayer book or later carried 
breviaries on buses will find this book of 
Didion’s not much like our books of common 
prayer. But only on the surface! 


It is not a prayer book as we know one but 
rather a graphic presentation of a middle- 
aged woman who seeks to find her estranged 
and rebel daughter (Patty Hearst styled) 
over and. over again. But the woman 


temembers only the happy Raggedy Ann 
doll times in her daughter’s life—she seems 
to have forgotten that her daughter grew up 
quite shabbily. 

By drinking endless nights in strange, 
foreign cities she seeks to block out memory 
and celebration of life. Ironically enough she 
spends most of her time remembering all the 
hurt her ex-husband gave her. 

SHE IS a sad character, brilliantly 
portrayed, who tells us the importance of 
healthy memory if life is to have any 
meaning. (Perhaps it was given the title 
because most of our ‘‘common prayers’’ call 
us to remember well what God has done for 
us and to heal through forgetting the wounds 
we give and were given.) 


Memory is essential to the 
Judeo-Christian tradition. Martin Buber, a 
Jewish philosopher, called it one of the two 
essentials in this tradition. The other was the 
insight to celebrate what we remembered! 


The Hebrew Scripture has dozens of 
accounts of God calling his people to 
remember and celebrate the covenant he 
was keeping with them. Moses and the 
prophets had stout memories. They seemed 


chronological order in which they were 


written, one can trace one phase of the ' 


growth of tradition. 


TAKE, FOR INSTANCE, the familiar 
creation accounts. The one beginning in 
Genesis 2:4b is actually the older of the two. 
It was formulated by an author known as the 
Yahwist in the late 10th century B.C. and, 
from a theological point of view, is relatively 
unsophisticated. For one thing, it pictures 
God in very human fashion, planting a 
garden, making a mud-man, conducting a 
parade of animals before the man, 
fashioning a woman from his ‘‘rib,’’ walking 
with him in the garden, and so forth. 


Turn now to the first account (Genesis 
1:1-2, 4a). This was actually formulated 
some 500 years later by an author of the 
Priestly School. It reveals an ‘advanced 
awareness of the transcendence, the 
“otherness’’ of God. The atmosphere is 
hushed, reverent and orderly. 


God does not behave in human fashion 
now; he simply speaks his creative word and 
things come into being. Obviously between 
the time of the Yahwist and that of the 
Priestly School a dynamic process has been 
going on, a growing insight into the nature 
of God and of his relation to the universe. 


MANY OTHER examples could be given, 
like the development of pure monotheism, 
the gradual clarification of messianic hopes, 
the slow emergence of. ideas about 
retribution in the hereafter, the shift of 
emphasis from corporate to personal, 


individual responsibility. Biblical man’s 
knowledge of God and of himself was never 
complete, fixed, static. It was constantly 
evolving in a process we call tradition. 

The same process is discernible in the 
New Testament. It can be appreciated, only 
if one reads the early books first and then 
traces the development of certain themes 
through the subsequent writings. In this 
connection, one must remember that our 
editions of the New Testament do not print 
the books in the order in which they were 
composed. 

St. Paul, for instance, had written all of his 
letters before the first Gospel, that of Mark, 
appeared. And the letters of Paul are 
arranged in order of relative importance 
rather than in chronological sequence. The 
earliest New Testament document is his first 
letter to the Thessalonians, the latest is the 
Revelation of St. John, or perhaps 2 Peter. 


AT ANY RATE, the growth of tradition 
can be traced rather clearly, and it is a 
fascinating study. We can see an ever 
deepening penetration into the mystery of 
Christ and of the Church. For instance, the 
emphasis in Mark is on the humanity of the 
suffering Son of Man; in John it shifts to the 
divinity of the Word made flesh. 

In Paul’s letters, the Church is the local 
community; in later writings we sense a 


~ heightened consciousness of the universal 


Church. In all of this we are reminded of the 
promise of the Johannine Jesus: ‘‘When he 
comes, however, being the Spirit of truth, he 
will guide you to all truth’? (John 16:13a).

sure that remembering God’s tender care 
was the same thing as receiving it all over 
again. 

JEWISH HOMES often have a mezuzah 
evident on the right hand side of the door. 
Those who live within are called to 
remember and to celebrate the oneness of 
God and his saving Law. (See Deuteronomy 
6:4-9; 11:13-21 for the Biblical text which is 
contained within the mezuzah.) 

Jesus is presented in the New Testament 
as the one who faithfully remembered what 
God, whom he knew as his Father, had done. 
And he kept recalling it to the minds of his 
disciples. Much of the newness which Jesus 
brought was his genius familiarity with the 
old, long love of God. 

Christians celebrate in the Eucharist the 
saving event brought in Jesus Christ by his 
invitation: ‘‘Do this in memory of me.” 
Memory here has a specifically biblical 
meaning which involves more than simple 
recall or recollection. The meaning of this 
memory is based on the Hebrew word 
“zikkaron’’ and the Greek word ‘‘anam- 
nesis.”’ 

“ZIKKARON”’ DID NOT refer simply to 
the present remembrance of a past event. It 
indicated that the celebration of the past 
event enabled those in the present to enter 
into it. Recall how this meaning is found in 


the present-day celebration of Seder: 


“In each generation every person should 
regard himself as though he personally went 
forth from Egypt. It was not only our 
forefathers whom the Holy One, blessed be 
he, redeemed from slavery, but us also did 
he redeem together with him.’’ 


And Paul when he says to the Romans 
(6:3-4): ‘‘...when we were baptized in Christ 
Jesus we were baptized in his death; in other 
words, when we were baptized we went into 
the tomb with him and joined him in death, 
so that as Christ was raised from the dead by 


the Father’s glory, we too might live a new 
life.”’ : 


THIS MEANING of memory and celebra- 
tion indicates not only a present dimension 
but an actual participation in this present 
moment of the very event itself! Each time 
we celebrate this day we both remember and 
share in the new creation brought now 
through the past event. As we celebrate the 
Eucharist we live again the death and 
resurrection of Christ now sacramentally 
memorialized. 


Perhaps Joan Didion is right in asking us 
to remember our memories—our chances 
for joyful celebration go higher each time we 
learn to rightly gather our past into this 
present time toward a hopeful future. 
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Returning to Roots.

The prize fighter came out of his corner for 
round one after quickly making the sign of 
the cross. A spectator nudged the priest 
seated next to him and asked, ‘‘Do you think 
that will help him, Father?’’ 


“It will,’’ the priest replied softly, ‘‘if he 
can fight!’’ 


WHY DID the fighter make the sign of the 
cross? In one word the sign of the cross has 
been a part of tradition which ‘‘comes from 
the intimate sense of spiritual realities which 
they (believers) experience.’’ (Vatican 


Council on Revelation, No. 8) A devoutly — 


expressed sign of the cross’ can put the 


morning offering into visible gesture at any 


time of day or night. 


Crucifixes hang upon our walls as 
traditional reminders that Jesus offered an 
eternal sacrifice on the wood of the cross. 


We bear ashes on our foreheads at the 
beginning of Lent and palms in our hands on 
Palm Sunday as traditional reminders of the 
events the Church is remembering on those 
days. 


The entire cycle of worship each year 
surrounds the ancient mysteries of faith with 
new and different songs, banners, and 
homilies. To remember to celebrate the 
Christian memory continually carries the 
past into the present. Tradition grows as we 
live out in each new generation the Christ 
event of history. 


EACH CHRISTIAN cultural community 
and each period of Christian history finds its 
own way to express the essential faith of the 
Scriptures. Traditional Catholic family 
celebrations of the First Communion of 
seven-year-old youngsters today may seem a 
far cry from the First Cemmunion of the 
Apostles at the Lord’s Passover celebration.

Television has become the occasion of 
powerful new visual expressions of tradition. 
This Christmas a Catholic bishop in Florida 
read the story of Jesus’ birth to a group of 
youngsters on a children’s TV program. All 
were entralled except a Jewish lad who 
wished he had stayed home! 


The prime time TV production of ‘‘Jesus - 


of Nazareth’’ on Palm and Easter Sundays 
enriched this visual tradition. The magnifi- 
cent work of Archbishop Fulton Sheen over 
the past 50 years dramatized to the entire 
American people the tradition of the Catholic 
Church—an eloquent and moving public 
witness to the “‘intimate sense of spiritual 
realities which believers experience.’’ 

TRADITION SERVES as the reflection of 
the truth of Holy Scripture in particular 
situations. When St. Francis of Assisi was 
tiding horseback one day, he met a leper 
whose sores were so loathsome that Francis 
was struck with horror. 


But he dismounted, and as the leper 
stretched out his hand to receive an alms, 
which Francis bestowed, he kissed the leper. 
That gesture became enshrined in the 
tradition of the Church, a 13th-century 
reflection of the truth in Matthew 25:40, ‘‘As 
often as you did it for one of my least 
brothers, you did it for me.”’ 


The medieval hospitals founded by 
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religious orders of women and men served 
also as living tradition to reflect the truth of 
Scripture. When in 1900 in New York City 
Rose Hawthorne Lathrop, Nathaniel 
Hawthorne’s convert daughter, founded her 

community of Hawthorne Dominicans to 
care for the destitute who are terminally ill, 
she too enriched the tradition of the Church. 


TODAY AS the euthanasia movement 
subtly undermines the right to life of aged 
citizens and the severely handicapped, the 
Church’s concern for them will write new 
chapters of tradition. While the death with 
dignity movement increases its emphasis on 
choosing death to end suffering, tradition 
will speak movingly the radical Scriptural 
message, ‘‘Our inner being is renewed each 
day even though our body is being destroyed 
at the same time.’’ (2 Corinthians 4:16) 


Tomorrow when scienfific experiments 
seek to duplicate parenthood in the sterile 
surroundings of their laboratories, tradition 
will speak again the ancient Biblical 
message, “‘No one ever hates his own flesh, 
no, he nourishes it and takes care of it as 
Christ cares for the Church, for we are 
members of his body.’’ (Ephesians 5:29-30) 


Tradition links the biblical roots of 
Catholic faith to the decisions and dilemmas 
of our present 20th-century human experi- 
ence. The popularity of the TV documentary 
“‘Roots’’ demonstrates to us the importance 
of tradition.

Leading churchmen from time to time call for 
intercommunion, as a path that could lead to 
church unity. Msgr. Portman considers that 
we have to suffer the sense of separation of 
Christian disunity by not making intercom- 
munion something easy and normal. He says 
‘‘Intercommunion can very easily be a ‘copout’ 
to overcome an uncomfortable situation’’ in 
this article specially written for the Southern 
Cross.

Within the past few weeks, two statements have 
been made about intercommunion by prominent 
men. 


Dr. Phillip Potter, general secretary of the World 
Council of Churches at a meeting in Lausanne said: 
“‘Intercommunion is not the war cry of discontented 
Protestants violently rebuffed by resolute Catholics. 
It is the most profound reality of the People of God 
without which it could not give to the world an 
authentic common witness.’’ 


He further said that it is time for Christians 
belonging to different Churches to show by sharing 
the Eucharist the unity they experience in social 
action. : 


THE ANGLICAN Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Donald Coggan, speaking at an ecumenical service 
at the American Episcopal Church in Rome, Saint 
Paul’s Within the Walls, surprised many by saying: 


“Has not the time now arrived when we have 
reached such a measure of agreement on so many of 
the fundamentals of the gospel that a relationship of 
shared communion can be-encouraged by the 
leadership of both our churches? 


“1 would go further and ask whether our work of 
joint evangelization will not be seriously weakened 
until ‘we are able to go to that work strengthened by 
our joint participation in the sacrament of Christ’s 
body and blood.’’ 


HE ALSO commented on the existing situation in 
regard to the practice of intercommunion: ‘‘In many 
places around the world, as those of us who travel 
know perfectly well, the day has already come. 
Without waiting for official sanction (indeed 
sometimes with local official sanction), Roman 
Catholics are receiving the sacrament of Holy 
Communion at the hands of Anglican bishops and 
priests. The reverse is also the case as | perceive it. 


“This, | venture to believe, will increasingly take 
place, whether official sanction in the highest 
quarters be given or no. Has not the time, God’s 
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Intercommunion is not the simple road to unity

THESE STATEMENTS raise some questions. Are 
these men recommending indiscriminate intercom- 
munion now (unlike the recent statement by the 
Roman Catholic/Presbyterian Reformed Consulta- 
tion which calls for occasional intercommunion)? 


Because the law forbidding intercommunion is 
being broken is this sufficient justification for 
jettisoning the law? Surely disobedience to an 
existing law does not necessarily call its continued 
existence into question, although it might suggest a 
modification of the law. 


SETTING ASIDE the many important theological 
arguments detailed in the documents from the 
Vatican, | would like to focus solely on the use we 
make of the Church’s law forbidding intercom- 
munion. 


Is.it possible that Chesterton’s pithy saying about 
the Christian ideal applies to this law2 ‘‘The 
Christian ideal has not been tried and found 
wanting. It has been found difficult; and_ left 
untried.’’ The law is difficult, have we really tried it? 
Have we taken the time to apply it? 


WE ARE IMPATIENT people. We are urged to 
find quick solutions to problems. The information we 
receive must be in digest form. We _ read 
condensations of the latest novels and news is 
compressed into a one minute ‘‘update.’’ 


On television we are bombarded with the absolute 
necessity of immediate results. Because we can’t 
stand pain for ten seconds, we find the remedy in 
Anacin, Rolaids, and Bromo Selzer. In a word, we 
are impatient with pain. 

This same attitude creeps into everything we do. 
We want instant solutions and we don’t like to 
suffer. 3 ‘ 

ECUMENISM IS NOT immune from the infection. 
The road to Christian unity is not easy. It is hard 
work. It is at times discouraging —at other times the 
light of Christ brings joy and peace. 


But, we must ask, have we suffered the real pain 
of division which is focused so sharply in the law

forbidding intercommunion? Are we simply 
embarrassed about this law—are we uncomfortable 
with it? ‘ 

We should be embarrassed, uncomfortable and 
we should suffer the pain of separation in those 
situations which require the law’s applicaton. Don’t 
we frequently play it down and mumble, ‘‘The 
Church doesn’t allow it’’ or ‘The bishop says ‘no’ to 
intercommunion.’’ 


WHAT POSITIVE use do we make of this law at 
Cursillos or Marriage Encounters? What happens at 
Eucharistic celebrations or Communion services at 
which Roman Catholics and Protestants attend? 
Here is an opportunity to feel the gnawing pain of 
separation. 

If we feel that pain, we can offer it to God asking 
that our commitment to Christian unity be deepened 
and that we again renew our own efforts in the 
search for unity.

INTERCOMMUNION CAN very easily ‘be a 
““copout’’. It can be an easy way to overcome a 
situation that most of us find uncomfortable and 
embarrassing. We have not suffered nearly in 
proportion to the reality of the divisions that still 
exist. 


Until we suffer a real sense of separation, we will 
not grow to the unity that Christ demanded— ‘that 
they may be one and you are in me and | am in 
you—that they may be one in us.’’

offered this as a painful witness to our existing 
separation. 


Each day at the Eucharist, | sat down while the 
others received communion and a priest or-a bishop 
came and gave me the kiss of peace during that 
time.

Both said, ‘‘We want to join you in this 
witness and we thank you for making it.’’

Prof. May says

‘Right to die passing 
into right to kill’ 


LOS ANGELES (NC)— 
“The right to die is passing 
into the right to kill, with 
serious consequences,’’ a 
professor of religious studies 
told participants in a confer- 
ence sponsored by the 
Euthanasia Educational 
Council here. 


William F. May, who 
teaches at the University of 
Indiana and is also cochair- 
man of the Research Group 
on Death and Dying spon- 
sored by The Hastings Cen- 
ter in New York, spoke 
during a workshop on ‘‘AI- 
lowing to Die vs. Mercy 
Killing.”’ 


THEME OF the three-day 
conference at the Los Ange- 
les Hilton was ‘‘Achieving a 
Personal Death.’’ 


“We are bankrupt before 
death,’’> May said. The 
modern trend is to see ‘‘a 
good death as quick death,”’ 
he added, saying people 
prefer to die of a heart attack 
than to die of cancer. 


This attitude, the pro- 
fessor said, ‘‘denies the right 
of a person to do his own 
dying. It asserts not only the 
right to die but also the right 
to kill. Active euthanasia 
would bypass dying by 
getting to death as quickly as 
possible.’’ 


‘MAY INSISTED that the 
dying have not only ‘‘a right 
to die, but a right to die 
well,’”’ with a warning, 
preparation for death, and a 
time for reconciliation. 


He said he opposed eutha- 
nasia as a matter of social 
policy with two exceptions— 
for those who are ‘‘pro- 
foundly comatose’’ and for 
those who are suffering 
unbearable pain. Even in the 
latter instance, he said, 
“only a competent physician 
can make that determina- 
tion.”’ 


At the opening session, 
Herman Feifel, clinical pro- 
fessor of psychiatry at the 
University of Southern Cali- 
fornia Medical School, 
warned that “positive minis- 
try’’ to the dying is ex- 
tremely difficult unless socie- 
ty reconciles its attitudes 
toward death. 


HE SAID ‘‘there is no 
American ‘attitude’ toward 
death unless it be one of 
ambivalence.’’ 


He said the ‘‘paradox of 
much of our current treat- 
ment is that at the very time 
we intensify attention to the 
dying patient’s biological 
and physiological needs, we 
tend to minimize recognition 
of his or her emotional and 
spiritual wants.”’

THE NEW CREATION: MARXIST AND 
CHRISTIAN by Father Jose Maria 
Gonzalez-Ruiz. Obris Books, Maryknoll, NY 
10545. 150 pages, $6.95 


The Marxist-Christian dialogues that have 
taken place in Europe and in the Third 
World have filled some people with chagrin. 
It would seem that there is simply no 
common ground that can serve as a starting 
point. 

Father Gonzalez-Ruiz feels that mankind 
itself is enough of a common bond between 


two systems which until now have registered 
only unalterable opposition to one another. 
With that beginning, the author proceeds to 
explore other areas in which there is overlap. 
Surprisingly, there are quite a few.
